they may not give up

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HARRISBURG — The U.S. 
Supreme Court declined to in- 
tervene Monday in a Pennsylva- 
nia gerrymandering case with 
national implications, denying 
Republican lawmakers’ attempt 
to delay drawing a new congres- 
sional map and increasing the 
likelihood that the map is re- 
drawn in time for this year’s 
midterm elections. 

Justice Samuel A. Alito Jr. 
denied the Republicans’ request 
for a stay of the Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court order to make 
new district boundaries, leav- 
ing in place the state court’s rul- 
ing that the current map was 
unconstitutionally drawn to 
discriminate against Demo- 
crats. 

But the Legislature’s two 
highest-ranking Republicans 
signaled Monday that they 
might not be willing to give up 
their fight. Senate President Pro 
Tempore Joe Scarnati, R-Jeffer- 
son, and House Speaker Mike 
Turzai, R-Bradford Woods, is- 
sued a joint statement saying
